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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that the changes to Table 2 mirrowed the "NIH grant that was filed concurrently with the 
instant patent application". It is pointed out that what was in the NIH grant supposedly filed at the same time does not negate the new 
matter rejection in the previous action. Applicant must point out something in the instant specification that would indicate that the original 
recitations were incorrect. Secondly, it is pointed out the instant recitation were changed from "10 g/ml" and "10 g/ml" to "10 micromolar" 
and "100 micromolar", respectively, in the amendment filed 1 1/10/05 while the recitations in the NIH grant proposal are "10 
micrograms/ml" and 100 micrograms/ml". These are not the same. Therefore applicant has not pointed to anything in the specification 
that would indicate that the original recitation was incorrect and has incorrectly quoted the NIH grant application.
